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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to Applicant's argument that the Final Office Action does not contain any response to Applicants' 
previous arguments, the Examiner respectfully disagrees because, as stated in the Final Office Action, "Applicant's arguments with 
respect to the amended claims have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection". Regardless, in response to 
Applicant's argument that Yoshida does not discuss the use of the undercut portions 4a as a surface area enlargement structure, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees because there is no requirement whatsoever in the language of the claims to preclude such 
interpretation. In otherwords, the claims do not require a contact recess to be different from a surface area enlargement structure. Thus, 
the undercut portions 4a of Yoshida can be interpreted as both a contact recess and a surface area enlargement structure. In response to 
Applicant's argument that Yoshida does not disclose using "a low temperature deposition process" to form the contact layer 5, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees because the language of the claims does not necessarily preclude a selective growth to be interpreted as 
a "low temperature deposition process". In response to Applicant's argument that there is no motivation or suggestion to combine Yoshida 
and Matsumoto, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior 
art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 
(Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation expressly provided by 
Matsumoto is to minimize the capacitance between the gate and drain [see abstract; and col. 5, lines 53-64]. Furthermore, Applicant 
reasons that "this lack of contact with the barrier layer 4 is the aspect of Matsumoto that may enable capacitance between the gate and 
drain to be decreased". In response, the Examiner respectfully agrees and submits that Matsumoto was used to show forming the contact 
layer that does not extend beneath the barrier layer for the purpose of minimizing capacitance between the gate and drain. Thus, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to combine Yoshida and Matsumoto for such purpose. 
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
